SOOTH SIDE BOYS ACQUITTED. 


Compromise Effected In Perjury Case. 


Masontown Man Found Guilty of 
the Larceny of a Watch—Routine of 
the Court*.

The Mayer case is occupying atten- 
tion this morning before Judge.Umbel. 
Great Interest Is being manifested in 
this case, and there is unusually good 
attendance in the court room.

Brothers' establishment in Connells- 
rille, was on the stand again this 
morning and for almost two hours he 
was compelled to answer the tangling 
queries of the opposing attorneys. 


Attorney W. C. McKean is putting 


his usual energy and force into the 
battle. Every loophole offered by the 
prosecution was eagerly taken advan- 
tage of and the point placed to as good 
advantage as possible. Against Mc- 
Keap Is Attorney W. H. Brown, and 
there is a battle royal between the 
two lawyers. McKean is assisted by 
Attorney E. Dale Field, while Attor- 
ney B. C. Hlgbee is taking the part 
of the Commonwealth. 
, After strict cross examination dur- 
ing which time he made several ad- 
missions considered favorable to the 
defense carpenter left the stand and 
R. W. Soisson began testifying as an 
expert accountant. 


A verdict was returned in the case 


of Jacob Burnwortb, charged with ma- 
licious mischief by James Harbaugh. 
Burnworth was found not guilty, but 
was directed to pay two-thirds of the 
costs.

Weston was found guilty of 
the 


charges against him. 


Antonio Robakcick was tried this 


morning for breaking and entering in 
the daytime. Constable George Brown 
of Masontown was the prosecutor. It 
was alleged that on the morning of 
January 15 Robakcick broke into the 
house of A. J. Gllmore near Mason- 
town and pilfered some valuables. 


Following this case Attorney Hen- 


derson commenced the prosecution of 
John P. Stickel, charged with desertion 
and non-support by Molhe Stickel. The 
couple were married in 1903 and lived 
together for some Time at Hopwood.

District Attorney made statements to 
the jury \n his address wnich were 
not made by any of the witnesses who 
testified. This petition was overruled. 
Judge Reppert refrained from charg- 
ing the jury before adjournment al 
six o'clock. 


After all the testimony had boon 


taken in the case ot John H. Hull, 
charged with perjury, on Thursday af- 
ternoon, a compromise was effected 
between the prosecutor, William Bar- 
ton, and Hull which resulted in the 
Lauer entering a pica of nolle conttm- 
ctere.

.of the legislation advocated in the 
president's message to congress. He 
emphasized the need of regarding t-ho 
measure as non-partisan, but. predict- 
ed that the issue.created will be para- 
mount in the next presidential elec- 
tion. As to the effect, he.eaid: 


Solemn Warning Given. 


"Those who are responsible for de- 


lay or inadequate legislation will flm! 
that when at last the floodgates of 
popular wrath are opened there will 
have 'been some fine grinding done." 


Referring to the court review and 


"»uspenslon" fctaures of. the .bill Mr. 
Tlllman said these questions must t>6 
passed upon by the supreme court 
before they are finally settled. 


Friends of the railroads contend, 


urged Mr. Tlllman. that congress can- 
rot limit the jurisdiction of the circuit 
courts while on the other hand, ho 
added, "It is asserted with equal em- 
phasis that the power to create all 
courts, other than the supreme court, 
rests alone- in congress, and'that such 
courts 'being statutory are necessarily 
limited in their scope ana power by 
the authority which creates them."

most confidently to this view and 
have not the slightest doubt that it Is 
possible to properly amend this bill 
so as to prohibit tlje circuit courts 
from interfering with the orders ot 
the Interstate comerce commission by 
any Interlocutory order.
